RESOLUTION  OF  CITY  COUNCIL 
APPROVING  URBTlN  RENEVJAL  PL.AN  AND 
FEASIBILITY  OF  RELOCATION  FOR 
PAR}'.  PLAZA  URBAN  RENEVJAL  PROJECT 


V7HEPE;AS   the  Boston  Rcdovclopnent  Authority  (hereinafter 
the  "/iutliority" )  is  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  duly 
organized  and  existing  under  Chapter  121B  of  the  General  Lav;s 
within  the  City  of  Boston. 

AND  VJIIEPJ:aS   the  Authority,  pursuant  to  Chapter  652  of  the 
Acts  of  1960,  has  the  pov;ers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws  applicable 
to  Boston,  including  Section  70  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Lav;s, 
and  also  has  been  granted  the  powers  and  shall  perforin  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  statute  or  ordinance  on  the  former  planning 
board  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

AND  VJHEPJIAS   it  is  desirable,  and  in  the  public  interest,  that 
the  Tvuthority  r.ndertake  and  carry  out  an  urban  renev;al  project  to 
be  known  as  tlie  "Park  Plar.a  Urban  Renewal  Project" ,.  herein  called 
the  "Project",  in  that  area  of  the  City  cf  Boston,  herein  called 
the  "Project  Area",  bou:-;ded  and  described  as  follows.:. 


Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  soutlierly  sideline  of 
Beach  Street  and  the  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp  Street; 

Thence  running  in  a  generally  southerly  direction  along 
said  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp  Street  to  a  point,  said 
point  being  the  intersection  of  the  centerline  of  Kneeland 
Street  and  the  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp  Street  extended 
thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  westerly  direc- 
.tion  along  the  centerlines  of  Kneeland  Street  and  Stuart 
Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the 
centerline  of  Stuart  Street  and  the,  westerly  sideline  of 
Arlington  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  northerly  direc- 
tion along  said  westerly  sideline  of  Arlington  Street  to  a 
point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the  westerly 
sideline  of  Arlington  Street  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  easterly  direc- 
tion along  said  nortlierly  sideline  of  Boylston  Street  to  a 
point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the  nortlierly 
sideline  of  Boylston  Street  and  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Burns  toad  Court; 
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Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  Gouthorly  direc- 
tion across  Boylston  Street  along  an  extension  of  said 
westerly  sideline  of  Bunastead  Court  to  a  point  in  the 
southerly  sideline  of  Boylston  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  easterly  direc- 
tion along  said  southerly  sideline  of  Boylston  Street  to 
a  point,  said  point  being  tlie  intersection  of  the  easterly 
sideline  of  VJashington  Street  and  the  southerly  sideline 
of  Boylston  Street  extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  northerly  direc- 
tion along  said  easterly  sideline  of  VJashington  Street  to 
a  point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the  easterly 
sideline  cf  V.'ashington  Street  and  the  northerly  sideline 
of  Essex  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  easterly  direc- 
tion along  said  northerly  sideline  of  Essex  Street  (past 
Harrison  Avenue  Extension)  to  a  point,  said  point  being 
the  intersection  of  the  northerly  sideline  of  Essex  Street 
and  tlie  easterly  sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue  extended 
thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  southerly  direc- 
tion along  said  easterly  sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue  to  a 
point,  said  point  being  the_  intersection  of  the  easterly 
sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue'  and  the  nortlierly  property 
line  of  19-25  Harrison  Avenue  extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  v;esterly  direc- 
tion across  Harrison  Avenue  along  said  extension  of  the 
northerly  property  line  of  19-25  Harrison  Avenue  to  a 
point  in  the  v/esterly  sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  soutlierly  direc- 
tion along  said  westerl;/'  sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue  to  a 
point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the  v;esterly 
sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Beach  Strccjt; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  v/osterly  direc- 
tion along  said  northerly  sideline  of  Beach  Street  to  a 
point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the  nortlierly 
sideline  of  Beach  Street  and  the  westerly  property  line 
of  27-39  Harrison  Avenue; 
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Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  southerly  direc- 
tion across  Beach  Street  along  an  extension  of  saxdwest- 
erly  property  line  of  27-39  Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point  m 
the  southerly  sideline  of  Beach  Street; 

Thence"  turning  and  running  in  a  generally  v^esterly  direc- 
tion along  said  southerly  sideline  of  Beach  Street  to  the 
point  of  beqinning,  said  point  being  the  intersect: on  of 
tlie  southerly  sideline  of  .Beach  Street  and  the  easterly 
sideline  of  ICnapp  Streets- 
Excluding,  hov;ever,  the  structures  at  19-25  Harrison 
Avenue  and  27-39  Harrison  Avenue. 

laW   WHEREAS   the  Authority  has  made  detailed  studies  of  the 
location,  physical  condition  of  the  structures,  land  use, 
envirr.nir.ental  influences,  and  social,  cultural  and  economic  con- 
ditions of  the  Project  Area  and  has  found  and  determined  tJiat  the 
character  and  conditions  of  the  Project  Area  as  described  in  the 
Resolution  of  the  Auth.^rity  captioned, . "Determinations  and  Findings 
Relative  to  tlie  Condition  of  the  Par3c  Plaza  Project  Area"  do  ; 
exist;  that  the  Park  Plasa  Project  Area  is.  a  decadent  area  in  that 
it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals, 
welfare,  and  sound  grov;th  of  tlie  Boston  comjnunity,  because  of  the 
existence  of  buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically  deterior- 
ated, unfit  for  h.uman  habitation,  or  obsolete,  and  in  need  of  m.ajor 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  because  of  a  substantial  change  in 
business  and  economic  conditions,  and  because  of  excessive  land 
coverage  and  because  diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes, 
and  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the  park  Plaza 
Project  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  private 
enterprise;  and  that  the  park  Plaza  Project  Area  is  blighted  and 
decadent; 


AND  V7HERE7\S   tte  Authority  has  prepared  an  Urban  Renev;al  Plan  fo: 
the  Project  Area  dated  July  1971  and  entitled  "Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Project  —   Final  Project  Report  —  Urban  Renewal  Plan", 
which  consists  of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  2  pages, 
35  pages  of  text,  and  4  maps  (hereinafter  called  the  "Urban  Renev.'al 
Plan"),  duly  approved  by  the  Authority  on  July  15,  1971,  and  sub- 
mitted by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  for  approval  on 
August  2,    1971; 

AND  MIEREAS   the  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  City  Council  with 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  but  not  as  a  part  thereof,  the  following 
P documentation :

AND  VTIIERE-^^S  a  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975  General  Plan  for  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 

Plan")  has  heretofore  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved  by  the 
Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for 
the  general  development  of  the  City  as  a  v;hole; 


.  AMD  vniEREAS   tlie  Autlioritv ,  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and 
the  porformance  of  its  duties  under  Chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1960 
aforesaid,  has  found  that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the 
General  Plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly  considered  said  findings; 

AJ3D  V7IIEREAS  the  Urban  Renev/al  Plan  for  the  Project  Area  prescribes 
certain  land  uses  for  the  Project  Area  and  v;ill  require,  among  other 
things,  cliangos  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  removal  of  streets,  alleys, 
and  other  public  v.-ays,  the  establishment  of  nev;  street  patterns,  the 
location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water  m.ains  and  other  public 
facilities,  and  otlier  public  action; 

AIJD  VJIIEREAS  a  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  between  the  Authority 
and  the  City  has  been  presented  to  the  City  Council  providing  for  the 
^a):ing  of  the  local  grants-in-aid  by  the  City; 
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T^ND  V7HEREA5  the  Autliority  has  prepared  and  submitted  a  program 
for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may  bo  displaced 
as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the  Project  accordance  with  the  Urban 
Renc^val  Plan  (hereinafter  called  the  Relocation  Program) ; 

MID   WIIERE7iS  there  is  additional  supporting  information  and  data 
respecting  sucli  Relocation  Progr£im  which  lias  been  prepared  by  the 
Authority  as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections; 

AND  ^"IIEREAS  the  merJbers  of  the  City  Council  have  general  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the  availability 
of  proper  liGi:r,ing  in  the  City  for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and 
families  that  may  be  displaced  from  the  Project  Area  and,  in  the  light 
af  such  knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have  carefully  consider- 
ed and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  relocation; 

AND  WHEREAS  all  property  and  all  transactions  affecting  or  res- 
pecting the  installation,  construction,  reconstruction,  maintenance, 
rehabilitation,  use,  development,  sale,  conveyance,  leasing,  manage- 
ment, or  occupancy  of  real  property  v;ithin  the  Project  :' --oa  shall  be 
subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  of  Chapter  151B  of  .he  Massach.us..  tts 
General  Lav/s ,  and  ajnendments  thereto,  and  to  all  other  applicable  federal, 
state,  and  local  lav.'s  proliibiting  discrim.ination  or  segregation  by  reason 
of  race,  color, "sex,  religion,  or  national  origin; 

AND  VnjEREAS  a  public  hearing  on  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
has  been  held,  after  due  notice  thereof,  at  which  time  the  city 
Council  received  evidence  from  persons  living  and  doing  business 
in  the  project  area  and  other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all 
persons  desiring  to  be  heard  on  the  urban  Renev/al  Plan  were  so  hoard; 

Al^D  VJHEREAS  the  members  of  the  City  Council  have  carefully 
considered  and  reviewed  the  Urban  Renev;al  Plan  in  light  of  (1) 
the  supporting  docum.entation  submitted;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the 
aforementioned  public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general  knowledge  of 
the  City  Councillors  with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
Project  Area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  v/holc; 
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HON,  THERE FC^S,  IT  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED: 

A,   That  5.t  ir.  hereby  found  and  dotGririined  based  on  the 

information  pre.sented  at  the  hearing  by  the  City  Council 
includincj  the  information  presented  by  the  developer, 
Bo:-'ton  Urban  Associates,  thr;  Boston  Redevelopment  ;\uthority, 
and  :ts  counsel^  and  the  City  of  Boston's  Law  Department: 

(1)  Tlie  project  Area  is  a  decadent  and  substandard  area  and 
qualifies  as  an  eligible  Project  Area  under  Chapter 
121B  of   the  General  Lav;s  of  Massachusetts; 

(2)  The  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided  pursuant  to 
the  contracts  for  City  financial  assistance  pertaning 

to  the  Project  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project^to  be 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renev;al  Plan; 

(3)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford  maximum  opportunity, 
consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the  City  as  a  whole, 
for  the  rencv;al  of  the  Area  by  private  enterprise; 

(4)  The  financial  pi'iin  for  the  project  is  sound; 

(5)  The  Urban  Renev;al  Plan  confor.-is  to  the  General  Plan 
for  the  City;  _-•  ..  _-:-■.--. 

(6)  The  Urban  Renev/al  Plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  open  areas; 

(7)  The  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  cannot  be 
achieved  through  rehabilitation  of  the  project  Area  or 
any  part  thereof; 

(8)  The  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the  individuals 
and  families  displaced  in  carrying  out  the  Project  in 
decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dv;ellings,  in  conformity  v;ith 
acceptable  standards,  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably 
and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and 
completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such  dv/ellings  or 
dv;elling  units  available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least  equal  in 
number  to  the  number  of  displaced  individuals  and  families, 
are  not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities  than  the 
dwellings  of  displaced  individuals  and  familic   in  the 
Project  Area,  are  available  at  rents  or  pricon  witliin  the 

.  ■.  financial  means  of  displaced  individuals  and  families,  and 
are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of  emplo^^Tncnt; 
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^   (9)   That  carrying  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  presented 
will  be  in  the  public  interest ; 

B.  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  hereby  approved; 

C,  Tliat  the  City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation 
in  helping  to  carry  out  the  Urban  Renewal  plan;  (b) 
requests  the  various  officials,  departments,  boards, 

and  agencies  of  the  City  having  responsibilities  in  the 
premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exercise 
their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  consistent  with  their  obligations 
to  other  urban  renev;al  areas;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to 
consider  and  take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and 
measures  designed  to  effectuate  the  urban  Renewal  Plan; 

D,  That  all  persons  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come 
be, and  they  are.  hereby  assured, that  all  property  and 

all  transactions  affecting  or  respecting  the  installation, 
construction,  reconstruction,  maintenance,  rehabilitation, 
use,  development,  sale,  conveyance,  leasing  management, 
or  occupancy  of  real  property  v;ithin  the  Project  Area, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  of  Chapter 
151B  of  tlie  I-'oGsachusctts  General  Laws  as  nov;  or  hereafter 
enforced,  and  to  all  other  applicable  federal,  state, 
and  local  laws  prohibiting  discrimination  or  segregation 
by  reason  of  race,  color,  se::,  religion,  or  national 
origin  as  nov;  or  hereafter  enforced. 
/ 

E.  Tliat  it  is  tiie  specific  intent  of  the  City  Council  that  eacji 
of  the  approvals  given  by  the  City  Council  in  its  final  vote 
adopting  this  Resolution  is  conditioned  on  acceptance  by  the 
Autliority  of  all  of  the  changes  voted  by  the  City  Council, 
v/liether  in  approving  or  amending  the  report  of  the  Coir-jnittoe 
on  Urban  Development.   If  any-of  such'changes  are  not  effected 
by  the  /uitnority  or  Urban,  all  approvals  lierein  given  are 
specifically  nullified  and  invaliuafcd!-   Should  the  Authority 
find  any  changes  unacceptal^le ,  it  must  resubmit  the  Plan  for 
City  Council  approval  v/ith  v/ritten  notice  of  such  part  or 
parts  as  are  found  unacceptable  and  such  changes  as  are  recom- 
mended for  City  Council  action.

AND  SUDAREAS  AND  ACQUISITION  AREAS  LOCATED  TIZEREIN, 
PROJECT  NO.

WIEREAS,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (hereinafter 
called  the  "Authority")  is  a  public  body,  politic  and  corporate, 
duly  organized  and  existing  under  Chapter  121  of  the  Hassachusett: 
General  Lav/s  (Ter.  Ed.),  v;ithin  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 

MIEREAS ,  the  Authority  has,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  with  financial 
assistance  provided  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  cimended,  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  undertalcen  and  conducted  surveys,  studies, 
and  inspections  of  that  part  of  the  City  of  Boston  within  an 
area  knov/n  and  referred  to  as  the  Central  Business  District 
Urban  Renewal  Area  (hereinafter  called  the  "Project  Area")  and

WHEREAS,  the  Authority  has,  after  due  and  proper  notice, 
held  a  public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  Project  Area  and,  at 
said  hearing,  received  and  heard  extensive  evidence,  dat\a, 
exhibits,  views,  and  opinions  with  respect  to  the  Project  Area

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  R1:G0LVED  that  the  Doston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  acting  under  and  pursuant  to  its  pov;ers  under  the  pro- 
visj.ons  of  Chapter  121   and  any  other  powers  thereunto  enabling  , 
W  does  hereby  determine  and  find  the  following  particular  facto: 

A.   As  to  the  Project  Area  as  a  v.'hole 
1,   Building  Conditions 

Of  the  663  buildings  in  the  Project  Area,  235  (j5.4  per 
cent)  are  deficient,  and  194  (29.3  per  cent)  are  sub- 
standard structurally  to  a  degree  requiring  clearance 
as  defined  under  federal  law. 

For  example,  the  follo\;ing  major  structural  defects 
are  found  in  the  474  buildings  of  which  complete  interior 
and  exterior  surveys  were  completed  .-  vihicli  bnild.lnge  > 
comprise  an  accurate  sample  of,  and  fairly  represent,  all 
the  buildings  in  the  Project  Area: 

60  per  cent  of  the  buildings  ^surveyed  contain 
inadequate  or  unsafe  plumbing,  heating  or  electrical 
facilities. 

In  65  buildings,  there  are  cracks  in  the  base 
material  of  inside  walls  or  loose,  missing  or  broken  base 
material  or  evidence  of  major  lealcs. 

The  floors  of  48  buildings  are  sagging  or  pitched. 

Roofs  arc  sagging,  or  out  of  line,  or  roofing  material 
is  loose,  missing,  or  deteriorated  in  93  buildings. 

In  81  buildings,  the  exterior  surface  of  foundations 
and  basements  is  loose,  broken,  or  deteriorated,  or 
the   exterior  foundation  is  deteriorated, 


eiiiking  or  out  of  linc^  or  the  basement  foundation 
walls  arc  deteriorated,  or  the  columns  or  piers 
fire  loose,  missing,  or  deteriorated,  or  the  framing 
ie  split  or  deteriorated. 

87  'buildings  have  exterior  walls  v/ith  missing, 
or  deteriorated  masonry  or  joints  or  siding  or 
have  walls  out  of  plumb  or  line. 

Deficiencies  and  structurally  unsound  buildings 
are  present,  and  in  general  are  distributed  evenly, 
tliroughout  the  Subareas  and  the  Acquisition  Areas, 

j  Approximately  56  per  cent  of  the  structures  in 
the  Project  Area  were  built  prior  to  1900;  18  per 
cent  were  built  between  1900  and  1915;  20  per  cent 
between  1915  and  1930;  and  only  6  per  cent  have  been 
built  since  1930.   Elevators  are  poorly  located, 
obsolete,  dangerous,  or,  in  many  cases,  nonexistent. 
Many  retail  store  buildings  in  the  Project  Area  are 
small,  irregularly  shaped,  and  inflexibly  planned. 

3c   Building  Vac:ancies 

Unreasonably  high  vacancy  rates  afflict  buildings 
of  all  types  throughout  the  Project  Area;  some  22  per 
cent  are  more  than  one  quarter  vacant  and  almost  11 
per  cent  are  more  than  half  vacant.   Approximately 
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tT;-;Cf- thirds  of  those  vaceincies  are  in  structurally 
deficient  or  unsound  buildings,  and  one- third  are 
in  standard  buildings. 

4c   Obsolete  Street  Patterns 

The  Project  Area  is  comprised  largely  of  irregular, 
narrov/,  and  substandard  streets  which  are  insufficient 
to  carry  the  normal  volumes  of  vehicular  traffic 
through  and  within  the  area.   Moreover,  the  streets 
taken  together  do  not  form  a  coherent  or  regular 
eystem,  so  the  efficiency  of  traffic  movements  cannot 
be  materially  improved  through  the  use  of  any  technical 
devices  such  as  signs  and  signals.  As  a  result,  the 
critical  streets  within  the  Project  Area  are  often 
clogged  with  traffic,  and  such  traffic  jams  overflow 
into  adjoining  streets,  thereby  causing  v;idespread 
stoppage  of  vehicular  transportation  within  the  area. 
Xn   addition,  an  extraordinary  percentage  of  streets 
within  the  Project  Area  have  defective  and  potentially 
dangerous  surfaces  and  require  reconstruction.   And  a 
number  of  streets  are  poorly  lighted  because  of, 
among  other  things,  improperly  spaced  lighting.  These 
and  related  traffic  deficiencies  have  severely  dis- 
couraged new  comiTiercial  development  v;ithin  the  Project 
Area  in  the  last  30  year  period,  and  have  been  a 
principal  cause  of  the  high  rate  of  vacancies  in 
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existing  structures  and  impede  fire  equipment. 

5 „   Pedestrian  Traffic  Facilities 

Sidewalks  within  the  Project  Area  are  inadequate 
in  width.   As  a  result,  pedestrians  frequently  must 
and  do  walk  in  the  street.   This  condition  not  only 
is  unsafe  for  pedestrians  and  is  a  hindrance  to 
movement  of  vehicular  traffic  but  also  causes  dis- 
comfort and  inconvenience  which  ma]ce  the  Projei:t 
Area  an  undesirable  place  in  which  to  shop,  work, 
visit  or  carry  on  business. 

6«   Other  Transportation  Deficiencies 

There  are  substantial  deficiencies  in  the  supply 
of  parking  spaces  to  service  the  Project  Area  -  at 
least  2500  more  spaces  currently  being  needed  -  an 
there  is  a  virtual  absence  of  off-street  loading 
facilities.   Tliese  factors  have  contributed  to  clogging 
of  the  streets  and  economic  depression  of  the  area. 
In  addition,  station  facilities  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority  are  seriously  deficiento 

7«   Land  Vacancies 

During  the  past  35  years,  46  buildincs  in  the 
Project  Area  have  been  demolished  without  being  re- 
placed.  Today  there  are  in  the  Project  Area  more 
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Na- 
than 70  vacemt  parcels  of  varying  size  of  vhich  25 
have  been  vacant  for  more  than  35  years.   There  is 
uo  indication  that  the  normaL  operation  of  private 
enterprise  will  renerate  construction  on  those  cleared 
areas! 
8e   Decline  of  Property  Value 

The  value  of  real  property  v/ithin  the  Project  Area, 
as  indicated  by  assessments  of  land  and  buildings  for 
real  estate  tax  purposes,  has  fallen  by  23  per  cent 
in  less  than  a  decade  and  a  hilf  -  from  $280,000,000 
in  1950  to  $215,000,000  in  1964» 
9o   Irregular  Lot  Sizes 

306  parcels  i;ithin  the  Project  Area,  35. 4  per  cent 
of  the  total,  have  an  area  smaller  than  5000  square 
feet  and  204  parcels  (24.3  per  cent)  are  smaller  than 
3000  square  feet.   These  smsill  parcels  are  almost 
without  exception  separately  owned.   This  high  propor- 
tion of  very  small  parcels  in  diverse  ovmership  makes 
assembling  a  site  for  a  modern  commercial  building 
at  best  difficult  and  in  most  cases  impossible. 
10c   Inadequate  Public  Utilities  pjid  Fire  Hr-zard_s 

Parts  of  the  sewer  system  serving  the  Project 
Area  v;ere  installed  in  the  1800 's.   Deficiencies  in  this 
system  are  illustrated  by  recent  structural  failures 
of  major  interceptors «   Moreover,  the  system  fails 
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to  separate  sanitary  sewerage  from  storm  flow,  resulting 
in  pollution  of  Boston  Harbor  area  waters, 

pcurt  of  tlic  water  main  system  was  installed  as 
early  as  1853.   More  leaks  occur  at  joints  and  more 
failures  occur  in  water  mains  in  the  Project  Area  than 
in  any  other  area  of  the  City.  Present  demands  on 
the  smaller  v/ater  madlns  may  already  have  reached  capacity. 

Even  the  vital  high  pressure  fire  service  system, 
which  provides  the  primary  protection  in  the  Project 
Area,  lacTcs  sufficient  pumping  capacity  for  full 
requirements.  Nor  can  the  high  and  low  service  systems 
deliver  full  flows  for  .fire  protection  to  all  sections 
of  the  Project  Area. 

/although  the  Project  Area  is  in  the  "congested 
value  district"  designated  by  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters,  74  per  cent  of  the  buildings  in  the 
Project  Area  and  86  per  cent  of  the  buildings  in  the 
Acquisition  Areas  are  not  fireproof  or  fire  resistant. 
Moreover,  51  per  cent  of  the  nonfireproof  buildings 
in  the  Project  Area  lack  sprinkler  systems. 

The  high  degree  of  fire  risk  in  the  Project  Zvrea 
is  confirmed  by  actual  cj:pericnce;   The  Project  Area 
has  a  yearly  average  of  one  significant  fire  in  ev«^ry 
15  buildings,  and  4  per  cent  of  tliosc  fires  are

The  Subarea  bounded  by  Congress,  Devonshire,  Arch, 

and  High  Streets  is  the  least  physically  blijhted  part 

of  the  Project  Area,  although  it  does  have,  in  particular,

the  defects  noted  hereinbbforQ  in  sections  A.l,',  A, 4., 

A.Se,  and  A. 8.-  A. 9. 

The  principal  deficiencies  in  this  Subarea  are  in 
the  street  pattern  -  a  general  lack  of  traffic  control, 
varying  street  widths,  and  bj\   irregular  one-way  pattern 
-  and  the  lack  of  adequate  parking  spaces.  As  to  physi- 
cal condition,  the  federal-lav;  classification  of  the  34 
buildings  within  this  Subarea  indicated  that  three  are 
deficient,  and  three  are  structually  sub-standard  to  a 
degree  requiring  clearance. 
6e   Garrrent-Chinatown 

A  small,  but  active  and  colorful,  Chinese  restaurant 
and  shop  area  centers  on  the  intersection  of  Beach  and 
Tyler  Streets,  and  Boston's  garment  industry  is  now  con- 
centrated in  less  than  20  buildings. 

The  Subarea  which  contains  the  city's  garment  industry 
•-  housed  in  large  masonry  loft  structures,  -  and  the  ••■•  ■ 
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commercial  sector  of  Boston's  Chinatown  is  deficient  for 
the  reasons  stated  hereinbefore   in  sections  A.l.  through 
AelOo    Physical  obsolescence  such  as  lack  of  off-street 
loading,  modern  elevators  and  proper  industrial  lighting 
is  commonplace  in  the  Subarea.   Although  the  Subarea  is 
small,  it  contains  IIS  buildings?  in  federal-law  terms, 
half  of  those  buildings  (58)  are  structurally  substand- 
ard to  a  degree  reqv.iring  clearance  and  35  more  ^re 
deficient. 
7o   Hinge  Area 

A  Subarea  which  contains  a  mixture  of  entertainment 
and  service  retail  activities  may  be  called  the  "Hinge 
Area"  because  it  is  a  pivotal  district  where  the  north- 
south  axis  runnin:  from  Norlh  Station  throv.:h  the  Govern- 
ment Center,  the  retail  core  and  the  entertainment  dis- 
trict intersects  the  east-v;est  corridor  running  through 
Park  Square,  Back  Bay,  and  Prudential  Center  to  Kenmore 
Square.   This  Subarea  has  all  of  the  defects  noted  herein- 
before in  sections  A.l, -A. 10.   Predominantly  obsolete 
structures  characterize  the  Subarea.   High  quality  leg- 
itimate theatres  mingle  with  marginal  show  bars,  historic 
top  rated  restaurants  abut  pizza  parlors,  numerous  park- 
ing lots  engulf  the  odd  shaped  parcels  of  de:;:olishod 
buildings,  and  deteriorated  structures  are  masked  with 
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facades,  glaring  neon  r.igns  and  delapidated  billboards. 
Ko  new  construction  has  occurred  in  the  Subarea  for 
tliirty  years,  yet  there  has  been  continuinr  demolition 
to  provide  parkinc  space  and  to  eliminate  dangerously 
deteriorated  buildincs.   Of  the  06  buildings  remaining 
in  the  Subc^rea,  in  federal-law  classifications,  35  are 
deficient  and  38  are  structuralJ.y  substandard  to  a 
degree  requiring  clearance. 
8e   Park  Square 

Peirk  Square  suffers  primarily  from  the  defects  des- 
crlT-ed  hereinbefore   in  sections  A.le  through  i\.C. 
and  A„10.   The  Sabarea  is  dominuLod  by  a  fev;  large  stiuc- 
ture;.  and  numerous  wea^c  retail  ground  floor  stores, 
all  of  v;hich  are  overpowered  by  a  wasteful  criss-cross  of 
streets.   The  federal-liiw  classification  of  the  62 
buildings  in  this  Subarea  shov;s  that  18  are  deficient  and 
16  are  structurally  substandard  to  a  degree  requiring 
clearance. 
9 e   Leather-South  Station 

Al  66  year  ^Id-  terminal  -"and  railroad  yards  comprise  the 
South  Station" property.  The  rail  functions  have  been  con- 
tinuously declining  resulting  in  .i  gross  mderutilization 
of  valueible  dov/ntovm  property  anu  in  turn  economically 
depressing  the   small    retail  uses  in  and  around 
South  Station^   The  losr:  of  trair;.'and  passen:ers  over  the 
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past  decade  is  indicated  by  the  following  table:

The  property  is  subject  to  an  outstandin:  tax  liability 
in  e::cess  of  $2,500,000  which  impedes  any  private 
txansfer  of  the  land.   The  present  o\:mer,  the  Bo^ston  Term- 
inal Corporation,  v;hich  in  turn  is  o\:med  by  the  New 
York,  Nev;  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  (itself  insolvent) 
and  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  is  hopelessly  insol- 
vent and  is  not  financially  able  Lo  discharge  thoGd 
outstanding  yeal  estate  taxes. 

The  "headhouse"  or  South  Station  buildinr  is  under- 
utilized and  has  a  high  vacancy  rate.   It  is  an  obi?,olete 
building  unsuitable  for  economical  use  by  any  type  of 
contemporary  commercial  activity.   Moreover,  the  building 
is  isolated  and  made  virtually  an  island  by  the  traffic 
pro?Dleras  of  Dewey  Square.   Tlie  leather  district  is  composed 
of  turn-of-the-century,  six-to-eight-story  loft  structures. 
Since  the  dispersion  of  the  leather  companies,  the  build- 
ings have  been  partially  occupied  by  a  mixture  of  v.'hole- 
sale  and  warehouse  activities. 

Overall,  the  Subarea  suffers  primarily  from  the  defects

The  Acquisition  Area  at  the  intersection  of  School  and 
Washington  Streets  contains  one  building  v.'hich   is  £\truct- 
urally  substandard  to  a  degree  requiring  clearance.   Tliat 
area  is  also  a  blighting  influence  because  it  bloclcs  MiD.k 
Street,  causing  one  of  the  worst  of  the  traffic  deficiencies 
referred  to  hereinbefore  in  Sections  A. 4.  and  B.l. 
2 »   Portion  of  blocks-bounded  bv-V^ashington ,  Franl:lin  ?nd 

Arch  Streets 

This  area  contains  no  standard  buildings.   Ten  of  the 
buildings  are  deficient  and  seven  are  structurally  substandard 
to  a  degree  requiring  clearance.   Moreover,  this  area  is  a 
cause  of  another  such  traffic  deficiency  -  the  pair  of  right 
angle  turns  at  Franklin  and  Uashington  Streets  and  at  Bromfield 
and  Washington  Streets  -  which  impedes  crosstovjn  traffic 
movements  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  flow  of  traffic  on 
Washington  Street.

Broadway 

The  one  small  building  to  be  acquired  at  this  loca- 
tion is  in  deficient  condition  and  stands  in  the  way  of 
connecting  the  present  Park  Square  area  to  the  Charles 
Street  extension  being  developed  in  connection  v;ith  the 
Authority's  South  Cove  Urban  Rcnev;al  Project. 
6.   South  St.-itiqn 

The  railxv-ay  eiqpress  building  is  structurally  defi- 
cient, the  headhouse  building  is  structurally  deficient  and 
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economically  obsolete.   Early  acquisition  is  neccccary  to 
preclude  further  deterioration  of  adjacent  portions,  of 
the  Project  Area  due  to  the  blighting  influence  of  thOLie 
buildings  and  the  vast  track  area  of  South  Station  and

ule A.   Such  schedule  may  not  be  materially  changed  except  with  the 
approval  of  the  Authority.   Written  notice  of  such  chance  shall  be 
sent  to  the  City  Council  within  one  week  of  its  adoption  by  the  Au- 
thority. 

As  soon  as  construction  begins  on  A-1,   the  Authority  will  imme- 
diately advertise  for  the  redevelopment  of  Parcels  D  &  E.   Unless  the 
Authority  shall  have  selected  a  Developer  for  Parcels  D  &  E  within  3 
years  from  the  date  of  approval  of  th.is  plan,  parcels  D  &  E  shall  no 
longer  be  considered  to  be  part  of  the  Park  Plaza  Project  Area. 

2.  The  City  will  provide,  through  grants-in-aid  to  the  Authori- 
ty pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  20,  $6.0  million  and  such  other  sums 
as  may  be  voted  on  by  the  City  Council  for  the  construction  of  the 
aforesaid  public  Improvements  to  be  constructed  by  the  Authority,  in- 
cluding the  acquisition  of  the  land  therefor  and  the  demolition  of 
structures  thereon.   The  City  agrees  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
demand  of  the  Authority,  payments  to  the  Authority  on  account  of  the 
City's  obligation  under  this  paragraph,  provided  no  such  payments 
shall  be  made  by  the  City  to  the  Authority  until: 

(a)  The  Authority  has  received  funds  or  security  therefor 
other  than  the  funds  to  be  made  available  by  the  City  covering  land 
acquisition  and  relocation  costs  for  the  next  scheduled  phase  of  the 
Project,  in  amounts  (and  in  the  case  of  security.  In  form)  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Authority;  and 

(b)  A  commitment  on  terms  and  conditions  satisfactory  to 
the  Authority  has  been  secured  for  the  financing  of  demolition  and 
construction  of  the  next  scheduled  phase  of  the  Project. 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  appropriate  monies  from  the  City  pursuant 
to  paragraph  2   hereof,  the  Authority  will  commence,  and  thereafter 
diligently  prosecute  to  completion,  consistent  v/lth  the  Schedule  A 
annexed  hereto,  construction  of  the  aforesaid  public  improvements, 
including  the  acquisition  of  land  therefor  and  the  demolition  of  any 
structures  on  such  land.   The  cost  of  such  acquisition  and  demoli- 
tion shall  be  pro-rated  over  the  total  area  so  acquired  on  a  per- 
square-foot  basis;  and  the  City  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  Authority, 
or  its  obligation  to  the  Authority  under  paragraph  2  hereof  reduced, 
on  such  basis  for  all  land  so  acquired  and  not  Included  within  the 
limits  of  such  public  improvements  but  sold  by  the  Authority  for  uses 
in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 

4.  The  City  shall  convey  to  the  Authority  for  a  price  equal  to 
the  fair  market  value  thereof  such  property  owned  by  the  City  as  is 
stated  In  Section  D  of  the  Plan  to  be  acquired  by  the  Authority  when 
such  amount  is  paid  by  the  Authority  to  the  City. 

5.  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recommend  to  the  proper 
board  or  officer  the  vacating  of  such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  pub- 
lic rights-of-way  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  Plan,  and 
the  laying  out  as  public  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets  and  ways,  with 
their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  Project  Area  in  accordance  with 
the  Plan;  and  the  Authority  agrees  not  to  sue  the  City  for  any  damages 
for  any  such  vacating  or  laying  out;  and  the  Authority  further  agrees 
to  reimburse  the  City  for  any  damages  i^aid  to  others  under  Chapter  79 
of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  or  any  other  provision  of  law  for 
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any  such  vacating  or  laying  out.  i 

6.  The  City,  acting  by  Its  Kayor,  will  recommend  to  the  proper 
board  or  officer  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  waive,  change  or 
modify,  to  the  extent  necessary  and  possible  under  the  laws  as  they 
then  exist,  to  permit  carrying  out  the  Project,  the  statutes,  ordin- 
ances, rules  and  regulations  regulating  land  use  in  Boston  and  pre- 
scribing health,  sanitation  and  safety  standards  for  buildings  in 
Boston. 

7.  The  Authority  shall  require  the  developer  to  be  entirely  re- 
sponsible for  the  payment  of  real  estate  taxes  against  the  property 
in  the  Project  Area,  and  for  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  account  of 
property  in  the  Project  Area  which  may  be  exempt  from  taxation  by 
reason  of  the  Authority's  ownership,  in  amounts  determined  by  the 
City,  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  payable,  in  the  ag- 
gregate, as  real  estate  taxes  if  the  property  v/ere  not  exe^npt  from 
taxation  and  fee  title  thereto  was  held  by  the  developer;  provided, 
however,  that  no  tax  or  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  assessed 
or  due  upon  public  streets  and  public  improvements  after  the  acqui- 
sition of  such  property  by  the  Authority. 

8.  On  July  first  in  each  calendar  year  beginning  with  the  four- 
teenth calendar  year  after  the  calendar  year  in  which  construction  of 
Stage  I  of  the  Project  commences,  the  Authority,  whether  or  not  any- 
thing is  payable  in  such  year  to  the  City  under  paragraph  7.  and  in 
addition  to  anything  so  payable,  shall  pay  the  City  sucn  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  received  by  the  Authority  under  an  agreement  between 
the  Authority  and  the  developer  of  Stage  I  wherein  such  developer 
agrees  to  aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of  public  improvements  in  the 
Project  Area. 

9.  Every  public  improvement  constructed  by  the  Authority  here- 
under, and  every  other  improvement  constructed  in  the  Project  Area, 
shall  be  available  to  and  serve  all  persons  without  regard  to  race, 
color,  sex,  religion  or  national  origin. 

10.  The  Authority  shall  not  lease  any  property  in  the  Project 
Area  for  a  term  longer  than  two  years. 

11.  Any  land  disposition  agreement  entered  Into  by  the  Author- 
ity for  land  In  the  Project  Area  shall  provide,  in  a  fashion  satis- 
factory to  the  Authority: 

(a)  That  the  redeveloper  and  the  Authority  shall  each 
v;alve  any  so-called  third-party  beneficiary  defense  to  an  action 
brought  by  the  City  to  enforce  any  provision  in  such  agreement; 

(b)  That  the  developer  will  diligently  prosecute  to  com- 
pletion each  successive  pliase  of  the  project,  consistent  with  Sched- 
ule A  annexed  hereto,  subject  to  causes  beyond  the  redeveloper' s 
reasonable  control; 

(c)  That  if  the  redeveloper  shall  fail  to  perform  in  ac- 
cordance with  any  of  its  obligations  under  a  land  disposition  agree- 
ment, those  portions  of  the  project  area  covered  by  such  land  dis- 
position agreement,  shall  revert  to  the  Authority,  subject,  however 


to  tho  rights  of  nny  mortpanoo  to  proceed  to  perform  the  oblifrations 
of  tho  rodovolopor  and  avoid  rcvorjjion,  or  to  prociervo  tlie  mortgnKc 
lion  as  a  prior  claim  on  land  whicli  may  so  revert;  and 

(d)  That  if  the  Authority  shall  issue  bonds  in  order  to 
assist  in  the  financinrc  of  any  part  of  tho  project,  neither  the  City 
nor  the  Authority  shall  have  liability  to  pay  the  indebtedness  evi- 
denced by  the  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  under  any  circumstanco. 

(e)  That  the  redevolopor  shall  require  as  to  any  parking 
facility  operated  within  the  Project  Area  that  the  rates  charged  to 
daily  commuters  who  live  and  worlc  out  jido  the  Project  Area  shall  be, 
on  an  hourly  basis,  at  least  double  the  rates  charged  to  persons 
parlcing  there  for  four  hour .5  or  less, 

12.  Tlie  Master  Land  Disposition  Agreement  to  be  executed  by  the 
Authority  and  tho  redevelopors  of  Parcelj  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Project 
Area  shall  contain  a  clause  obligating  such  redevelopors  to  deposit 
with  the  Autliority  either  in  tlie  form  of  cash  or  a  Letter  of  Credit 
in  a  form,  on  conditions,  and  from  a  banJc  acceptable  to  the  Director 
of  the  Authority  the  sum  of  $500,000  in  total  at  the  time  the  Land 
Disposition  Agreoiucnt  is  executed.   It  will  further  obligate  the  re- 
developcr  after  completion  of  Stages  A  and  B  further  to  increase  such 

'oposit  by  an  additional  $500,000  by  means  of  an  unconditional  Letter 
of  Credit,  in  form  and  from  a  ban!:  acceptable  to  the  Authority.  Such 
additional  $500,000  shall,  hov/ever,  be  reduced  froin  time  to  time  by:

(b)  All  otlior  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Redeveloper  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  reimburse  the  Authority  for  out-of- 
pocket  costs  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  project.

13.  Within  one  year  of  the  date  hereof  tho  City  shall  have 
caused  apprai.sals  to  be  made  of  each  of  tlie  properties  in  Disposition 
Parcels  4  and  5  (Stage  II).   Such  appraisals  shall  establish  the 
value  of  each  such  property  as  of  the  date  hereof  and  shall  be  made 
at  the  initial  expense  of  the  City;  provided  that  the  City  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  such  exponio  by  the  person  or  persons  selected  to  de- 
velop such  parcels  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  execution  by  him  or 
them  of  a  land  disposition  agreement.

14.  (a)  The  Authority  agrees  that  it  shall  require  the  Devel- 
oper, within  90  days  after  Stage  E  has  become  available  for  develop- 
ment, to  mnlvO  applications  to  the  Federal  Housing  Authority  (FilA), 
the  Massacliusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA)  and  the  boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  (DHA)  in  order  to  secure  the  financing  and  subsidies 
necessni-y  for  liousing  for  the  elderly,  under  the  appropriate  progrcims 
of  t}iese  agencies. 

(b)   The  Authority  further  agrees  that  it  shall  require  the 
Developer  to  actively  pursue  said  applications  and  that  failure  on 
the  part  o."  the  Developer  to  actively  pursue  said  applications  shall 
constitute  a  default  of  the  Developer's  obligations. 

15.  The  Authority  will  itself,  or  through  a  redeveloper,  reim- 
burse residents  and  businesses  re].ocated  from  the  project  area  for 
relocation  payments  in  the  amount  provided  under  then  current  federal 
relocation  rules.   The  redeveloper  v/ill  provide  such  funds,  as  are  re- 
quired to  defray  the  costs  established  by  federal  relocation  rules 
prevailing  at  the  time  the  Authority  first  sought  bids  for  the  Proj- 
ect, plus  50/i  of  any  sums  in  addition  thereto  resulting  from  payment 
of  benefits  under  federal  regulations  in  effect  when  such  reloca- 
tions occur.   The  City  will  provide  the  other  >0/5  of  such  additional 
sums. 

16.  V/here  the  Authority,  in  its  ovm  discretion,  shall  determine 
that  there  is  a  bona  fide  hardship  in  the  case  of  any  resident  or 
business  to  be  taken  v/ithin  the  project  area,  the  Authority,  v/ith  the 
approval  of  the  developer,  shall  arrange  for  the  early  acquisition  of 
said  resident's  or  business'  property.   The  Authority  shall,  v/here 
necessary,  require  any  developer  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for 
such  early  acquisition  in  advance  of  such  time  as  such  funds  would 
otherv;ise  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  any  land  disposition 
agreement  or  other  agreement  v/ith  said  developer. 

17.  It  is  the  specific  intent  of  the  City  Council  that  each  of 
the  approvals  given  by  the  City  Council  in  its  final  vote  adopting 
this  Cooperation  Agreement  is  conditioned  on  acceptance  by  the  Au- 
thority of  all  of  the  changes  voted  by  the  City  Council,  whether  in 
approving  or  amending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Urban  Develop- 
ment.  If  any  of  such  changes  are  not  effected  by  the  Authority  or 
Urban,  all  approvals  herein  given  are  specifically  nullified  and  in- 
validated.  Should  the  Authority  find  any  changes  unacceptable,  it 
must  resubmit  the  Plan  for  City  Council  approval  with  written  notice 
of  such  part  or  parts  as  are  found  unacceptable  and  such  changes  as 
are  recommended  for  City  Council  action.
